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INTRODUCTION 
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The 1951 and 1952 editions of the Missionary Album 
were printed in quick succession. Because of the great in- 
terest shown on the part of our churches and friends of 
missions, both editions were soon exhausted. Furthermore, 
several dozen new names must be added to the book, which 
in itself warrants the publication of a third edition. 

In order to facilitate making pertinent corrections from 
time to time without having to reprint and bind the book, 
the loose-leaf format has been selected for this and successive 
issues. With this arrangement, new pages can also be added 
to the Album at appropriate intervals to keep it up-to-date. 

Herewith the Board of Foreign Missions again recom- 
mends the Album to constant use and desires to encourage 
the churches and friends of missions everywhere to pray 
earnestly for the missionaries, that God may sustain and 
energize them daily to the end that their witness of salva- 
tion through faith in Jesus Christ and the proclamation of 
the Word may be used mightily by the Holy Spirit in 
leading great numbers to the knowledge of a personal 
Saviour. 

We recommend the entire missionary endeavor of the 
Conference to faithful intercession, Ephesians 6:18-20.

Willie G. Baerg, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George G. Baerg, was born at Apanle, South 
Russia, on April 8, 1911. From childhood he 
had a desire to be a missionary. When he was 
but eight years old it pleased the Lord to 
take his father out of the home through 
death. At the age of twelve he accepted Christ 
as his personal Saviour.

On April 18, 
1938, she was married to Willie G. Baerg at 
Mordcn, Manitoba. Before entering foreign 
mission work she was active in her home 
church as Sunday School teacher and personal 
worker.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 



Henry Brucks, born at Stepanowka, Rus- 
sia, June 30, 1918, is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Brucks, Sr., Sardis, British Columbia. 
Together with his parents he moved to Canada 
at the age of seven, settling first in Manitoba 
and then Coaldale, Alberta, where they lived 
for fourteen years. He was converted at the 
age of eighteen and joined the M. B. Church 
of Coaldale upon confession of faith and bap- 
tism. All his life he felt that the Lord was 
putting a burden on his heart for Africa. 
In 1939 he completed the three -year-course at 
the Coaldale Bible Institute. After finishing 
Bible School, he moved with his parents to 
British Columbia where he took active part 
in mission and personal work.

Miss Susie Brucks is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry H. 
Brucks, Yarrow, British Columbia. She was born at Stepanofka, 
Orenburg, Russia, on November 14, 1909. At the age of eleven she 
accepted Christ as her personal Saviour and in June, 1923, she joined 
the M. B. Church of Klubnikow, Orenburg, Russia, upon confession 
of faith and baptism. Miss Brucks received her Bible training at the 
Bible School of Coaldale, Alberta, and at the Prairie Bible Institute, 
Three Hills, Alberta. Later she took up work at the Concordia Hos- 
pital, Winnipeg, Manitoba.

Nicholas N. Hiebert, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Nickolai C. Hiebert, was born on July 29, 
1874 at Lichtfelde, Russia. His parents immi- 
grated to the United States before he was a 
year old and settled in Minnesota. At the 
age of fifteen he accepted Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour and one year later, in the 
summer of 1890, he was baptized by the 
Mountain Lake M. B. Church and accepted 
into the fellowship of the Bingham Lake 
M. B. Church. He received his High School 
education at Windom. Minnesota. He also 
spent one year, 1897-1898, at McPherson 
College, McPherson, Kansas.

Shortly after their 
wedding they were ordained as missionaries 
for India. On June 16, 1899 they left the 
shores of the United States as the first M. B.

Aaron A. Janzen, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Aron F. Janzen, was born on May 24, 1882, 
at Mountain Lake, Minnesota. He was con- 
verted at the age of 24 and on July 8, 1906, 
he joined the M. B. Church, Mountain I^ake, 
Minnesota, upon confession of faith and bap- 
tism.
